Second Part of Discussion Centered Around Refund of $190 





Pond Construction Issue Debate

In our last issue we reported 
on the debate that centered on 
the construction of a pond 
that was constructed in a R-1 
piece of property but was 
used for agricultural purpos- 
es. You will recall we de- 
scribed it as a debate between 
the New Urbanites that are on 
the Board and those who wish 
to retain a flavor of rural 
character. 

In our last issue we reported 
the vote to begin the process 
for amending our ordinance 
dealing with the subject was 
approved by a split 4-3 vote. 
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Supervisor Mitchell, Trustees 
Adkins, Krause and O’Kelley 
voted for the motion and 
Clerk Bowers, Treasurer 
Skrzycki and Trustee Carey 
voted against the motion. 

In the second phase of dis- 
cussion that centered on a 
refund of $190, the issue got 
even more detailed and 
ranged a considerable dis- 
tance from the actual issue. 
Several Board members took 
the opportunity to express 
their thoughts on fiscal man- 
agement. Supervisor Mitchell 


-and Trustee O’Kelley seemed 


to try to get some Board 
members to stay on the issue 
but only met with partial suc- 
cess. 

O’Kelley, as a second mo- 
tion, said the Board should 
reimburse $300 to any prop- 
erty owner that constructed a 
pond in the R-1 zoning but 


‘used the land primarily for 


agricultural purposes. The 
Supervisor supported this. 
Clerk Bowers asked why 
$300 was the figure when it 
was previously established 
the excess figure was $190? 
In our previous issue we 
noted the Director of Plan- 


ning and Zoning had said this 
figure was the amount he 
determined was over and 
above the cost to the Town- 
ship in actual fees. She said 
she felt anything more would 
be a loss to the Township. 

O’Kelley responded the 
Township would not lose 
money. He said he felt the 
fees were high. He also said 
the land use was agricultural 
and if the land had remained 
zoned agricultural the land- 
owner would have not have 
been charged a fee. 

The clerk responded and 
said the landowner could 
have asked for a rezone of his 
property. To this, the Su- 
pervisor said the fee to do so 
was $1500 and seemed to 
suggest that was an unneces- 
sary step considering the land 
use had always been agricul- 
tural. 

Trustee Carey said the $300 
wasn’t fair when the actual 
excess was $190. Again, the 
Supervisor asked if she 
agreed our fees were high in 
light of the fees charged by 
Van Buren and Sumpter. She 
responded she didn’t know 
why their fees were lower but 


if you refunded for one you 
would need to refund for all. 
She said she thought the issue 
was political. 

To this O’Kelley responded 
it was not political but an 
issue of fairness. He said the 
Supervisor and Mrs. Schoedel 
stated it quite well when they 
said they used their land as 
agricultural; and had the 
rezoning not taken place they 
would not have been charged 
the fee in the first place. 

Trustee Adkins advised the 
Board that the Township 
made money off the agricul- 
tural growers because of their 
high water use and the 
charges were passed on to 
water users. The Supervisor 
confirmed the water depart- 
ment makes money, which is 
used to run the department. 
Adkins said she could support 
the refund of $190. 

It was at this point that 
O’Kelley and Mitchell agreed 
to amend their motion to 
reduce the refund to $190. 

Treasurer Skrzycki spoke at 
length in opposition to the 
motion. He said, “You are 
creating a mess.” He saw the 
fees charged by the township

as the cost of doing business. 
He saw no problem with the 
high-end users paying more 
than the low-end users. He 
went on about the flat rate that 
is charged for all water and 
once again brought up the 
elimination of the flat fees 
that was approved by the 
Board back in 2001. 

He said use less—pay less, 
use more—pay more. He con- 
tinued by bringing up wages 
paid by the Township to their 
employees. He said the cost of 
business does not go down-it 
goes up. He suggested the 
businesses that use a lot of 
water should either absorb the 
costs or raise their prices. 

At the end of the treasurer’s 
comments, it appeared the 
supervisor seemed to be hay- 
ing some difficulty understad- 
ning where the treasurer’s 
comments were going or how 
it applied to the issue. In 
response, he simply repeated 
the purpose of the motion, 
which was $190 and applied 
to only one property owner. 

The vote was 4-3 to ap- 
prove; with the clerk, the 
treasurer and Trustee Carey 
voting in opposition,

INSECTS REPELLENT = When using insect sprays, 
expecially hose containing DEET, try spraying clothes 
instead instead of skin - it’s much safer especially for 
children. 


VINEGAR AS REPELLANT = Apply it to the skin 
with a cotton ball, applying liberally. Bugs hate the way 
you taste and the smell of the vinegar disappears once it 
dries. Great for kids. 


APHIDS = Mix nonfat dry milk with water according to 
the directions on the box, then put in a spray bottle and 
apply it to the leaves of your plant. As the milk dries, the 
aphids get stuck in the milky residue and die. Rinse 
plant from time to time with the hose. This does not 
harm the plant. 


APHIDS AND SPIDERS = Wash off the plant with a 
mild solution of dish washing liquid and water. Try a 
ratio of 1/2 teaspoon liquid to 1 quart of water. Flush 
leaves, including undersides, the solution. Do not rinse 
off. 


APHIDS ON ROSES = Use 1 1/2 teaspoon of baking 
soda per pint of water and apply every seven days. This 
method is user, earther and child-friendly.
